IS RECALLED 


EMBERS of Rarliament are trging the Prime Minister not 
to permit Parliament to go into summer recess on August 4, 
But, us he says, Parliament can-be recalled if the crisis 

intensifies. . 

Simple (but not without its proper backsround in history) js the 
method of recalling Parliament, Into the London Gazette, oldest’ publi- 
cation in the Britlsh Isles, which is “Printed by Authority,” goes a notice 
signed by the Speaker of the Commons, 6ft, Iin, ex-Life Guard Edward 
Algernon FitzRoy. 

He says, “I do hereby give notice that I am satisfed, after consult- 
Ing with his Majesty's Government, that the public .tnterest requires 
that the House should meet...” 

Similarly Sir Henry Badeley (38 years ago he won the Purliamen- 
tary Gol€ Handicap), Clerk of the Parltaments issues in the Gazette hls 
nolice—on behalf of the Lord Chancellor—bidding the Lords: to: attend. 

This done, the official machinery for recalling members to thelr 
benches, completes its work. ‘Hut holiday-making: legislaters do not 
always. (indeed, very. seldom) buy the London ,Gazette. They must 
therefore be rounded up by the Party Whips, 

Normally the Whips send thelr charges a Ictter; urgency would 
demand telegruma. i 

Of the 600-odd M.P.s a good proportion would surely be away from 
their constituencies. They would be unlucky in this respect. If they 
went from their holiday centres to the House they would have to pay 
thelr own fares. ‘ : 

Contrarily, if they nre at home their travel vouchers (frat class— 
sleeper too, if necessary) will bring them to town, The State spends 
around’ £35,000 n. year seeing that M.P.s have free and comfortable 
travel between their constituencles and. the Houses of Parllament.

Busin s Whose profits from armas 
ments ape below this line will not be 
affected, The tax of 60 per cent. is 
to apply where profits exceed a cer- 
tain standard and on such excess as 
arises from armaments work. 
“The Chancellor described it as a 
ssccond or reserve measure ta apply 
in cases where the existing provisions 
did not adequately secure the results 
desired. He claimed that the main 
method for controlling profits must 
be through the terms of contracts 
entered into between the State and 
the armaments manufacturer, and the 
prices which he would receive. The 
“Minister of Supply he sald would” 
recelye drastic powers. But that 
Ministry is in its Infancy and. the 
scope of its powers are far short of 
what are required for an effective 
‘Supply MinIstry. A Supply Ministry 
and a supplementary measure, both 
of which are far too Ilmited in their 
scope, are ‘not suMcient guarantee 
that profiteering will be arrested and 
eliminated. 

Public opinion has long been deeply 
disturbed by the conviction that ex- 
cessive profits are. being made out 
of rearmament, The introduction of 
the new proposal is evidence that 
existing safeguards are not suficient. 
But what the Government proposes is 
not the bold and simple remedy that 
ig required. It is regarded us un- 
necessarily complicated and far from 
satisfactory and us a political und not 
a revenue tax, It forms no part of 
the Budgeting provision for the year. 
The yield is so problematical that the 
Chancellor ditt not think it necessary 
to mention a hypothetical figure, “The 
Proposal,” “declared Mr. Pethick- 
Lawrence, “wos not designed to 
bring in u fixed amount of revenue 
at all, but to meet the political op- 
position to the Military Training 
Bill” , 

Mr. Pethick-Lawrence criticised 
the Government for Mxing 1936-37— 
a year in which a considerable

Very few people spoke though all 
Ustened to the ambulance bells ‘in the 
street outside and wondered which 
of thelr neighbours might be lying

The medical staff looked cach 
donor up in the card index prepared 
Jong before, noted the details as to 
what blued group cach belonged to, 
wiped the arms with antiseptic and 
carefully attached the apparatus, 
There was no pain or discomfort and 
when the right quantity had been 
extracted each donor got up and 
Went outside to drink a Inrge cup 
of milk and coffce and to receive a 
card entitling them to buy a certain 
quantity of food at the special depot, 
a precious privilege in the ~ half- 
starved city, 


In the reception room ‘new volun- 
teers were being admitted, citizens 
moved by the horrors they had just 
scen to come at once to the Labora- 
tory and offer themselves to swell 
the lsts of volunteers, The seere- 
tary took each name, filled In o 
health questlonnaire and sent euch 
newcomer to be physically examined. 


No diseased or unhealthy person 
could be accepted. Samples of blood 
had to be taken for Wasserman and 
other tests and a few drops ex-

Human blood !s not all of 
Fame type and does not all mix.

dim. Then chance work at a boys’ 
club In New York City convinced him 
that social service held his heart,

Mr. ‘Macfadyen found all the de-| 
fendants guilty. After delivering the, 
judgment, his Worship puinted out! 
that the present case differed from 
one that was heard in the Central 
Magistracy. In the-other case only 
one mon threw the darts but in the! 
present one those participating had 
their own chances to discard the 
darts, : 

Mr. Macfadyen then sald that he 
would fine the first three men $5, 
but would discharge the other four, 
ulthough: the case had been proved 
against them. . 

Mr. Prentis objected to the dis- 
charge of the four defendants 
although he agreed that Mr. Mac- 
fudyen had the power to do it. He 
submitted that under “the circum- 
stances this type of case could not be 
discharged a3 trivial, If fines were 
not jmposed, the proper course would 
be to: have the defendants concerned 
bound over. 


Mr. Macfadyen: I am quite pre- 


it wilh deter them from frequenting 
such places, 

Mr. Macfadyen then remarked that 
binding the ‘defendants over would 
not be much good because their 
finger prints’ would not be taken by 
the police. 

The four defendunts were then 
bound over in $3 for a year and was 
told by Mr. Macfadyen that they 
must not frequent those places. As 
he had found such proceedings un- 
lawful he would brave to treat such 
cases more seriously in the future. 


Facts ‘Not Disputed 


The following is Mr. Macfadyen's 
full judgment: ‘ 

The facts in this case are not 
seriausly disputed. They are 

(1) That at 2.30 p.m. on July 13 
a Visit was paid by polce officers to 
the front room of the ground floor, 
of 195A. Reclamation Street. " 

(2) That at this. address was on 
L-shaped table in the doorway, At 


the ‘buck of the room, Opposite euch 
wing of the table, was a dart boord 
in. flve colours, : . 


(3) That: first ond second ‘defen- 
dants sat one at cach end of o wing of 
the table. In front of cach of them 
was a, board with.the.same five 
colours as on the dart boards. For 
varlous “sums—t-tent, ° 2-cents, 3< 
cents and. 10-cents persons who 
entered the room—at one time there 
were about 20—were entitled to 
corresponding counters, whtch were 
handed to them by. first or second 
defendants.. The counters — svere 
placed on the boards in front of these 
defendants, on one of the five colours, 
‘The purchaser was then. given a dart 
by first or second defendant. If the 
pinyer’ succeeded in hitting the 
colour on the dart-board correspond- 
Ing to the colour he had sclected, he 
won a prize (balls, talcum pawder, 
towels ctc.}, stated to be five times 
the value of his counter. If he miss 
ed the board, he had a free second 
shot. If he hit the board, but not his 
colour, he lost the value of. his 
counter. Third defendant retrieved 
the darts. Fourth, fifth, sixth, and 
seventh defendants were all success- 
ful in winning prizes. During the 
time the fame was under observation, 
there were a comparatively — large 
number of unsuccessful shots by nil 
the players, . ° ' 

* (4) Outside the room were flags 
advertising Jarge prizes for successful 
pluyers. Inside were a number of

Ordinance Interpretation 


The first question in this case on 
which I have been asked to rule Is 
the applicability to the Interpretation 
of Ordinance 2 of 1801, the local 
gambling Ordinance, of the cuses 
cited, Peers v Caldwell and Taylor 
v Caldwell, 1016, LK.B. and - Peers 
& Brown Vol. XII Criminal Appent 
Reports, which were decided on the 
Gaming Houses Act 1854 and the 
Betting Act 1853. , 

As the: local ordinance was 2 cone 
solidating ordinance and directed 
against wagering contracts in-genecral, 
and as Sec. 2 (a) (3) of the Ordin- 
ance has been token practically word 
for word from the Betting Act 1853 
Sec. 1, 1 am satisfied that the local 


‘legislature was intending by the Or- 


dinance, to accomplish the same 
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objects and. suppress the same prac 
tlees us were aimed at by the Betting 
Act 1853 and Cognate Acts directed 
against gaming and wagering. A 

I therefore rule that I must be 
guided in my decision by the decided 
cases on Sec, 1 of the Betting Act. 
The next question for my decision is 
as to whether the game played In 
this. caso wos a game of skill or 
chance. I‘ am satisfied .on . the 
evidence that the game of darts play- 
ed here, was a gamo of skill; akin to 
n coconut shy, and in this respect 
differs markedly from the machine 
described In the cases to which my 
attention has been drawn, and‘ to 
which I have already referred. 

In these lutter cases, the “Clown 
Game" might aptly be described. os o 
Kame, .of mixed chance and skill. 
However, os Ihave said, the. game 
of durts ‘where, ‘os In. this case, 
every man plays for himself; is, in 
my opinion, a game of skill only. As 
Gordon Hewart, K.C. polnted out In 
Peers v Caldwell, it has not been 
suggested that a coconut shy |s within 
the Betting Act, since the real con- 
sideration for a player's money de- 
posit is the pleasure of exercising his 
skill, The fact that he mony. be per- 
mitted to keep one or more of the 
coconuts he may knock. down {5 a 
secondary, or subsidinry considera- 
tion.. The some counsel also. re- 
ferred to the definition of a bet given 
by Hawkins J. in CanJill v Carbolle 
Smoke Bull Co, 1829 ;2 Q.B., the 
easence of which Is that nelther of 
the parties to o wagering contract 
has any interest in the game or other 
event, which is to decide the bet than 
the sum‘or stnke he will win or lose, 

Money Conslieration 

Ridley J. & Avory J,.In the same 
case, were obviously think!ng ‘along 
the same lines, ce. us to what was 
the real consideration for the moncy 
‘paid’ by- the players, merely the 
chance given them of exercising their 
skill, or the prizes (in this case 
sweets), which might. be obtained 
through the exercise of skill. 

. Lush J. on the other hand, thought 
along rather different lines, as ho 
considered that the players regarded 
the sweets merely as rewards for 
thelr skill and had not | played the 
game with the main object of secur- 
iny the sweets. In Peers & Brown 
(vide supra.) the jpdgment delivered 
by the Lord Chief Justice, takes the 
matter o step further. For he looks 
at the matter not only: from the 
point of view of the player, but also 
from the polnt of view of the keeper 
of the place, where the game Is 
played, He says.—"The test is what 
is the intention of the person keeping 
the house; and if it can be establish- 
ed that he provided” the machine 
merely to afford to the players oppor= 
tunities of exercising their skill, there 
ts no offence. under the (Betting) 
Act.” Aliunde, if that Is not the 
keeper's intention. He then refers 
to Muckintosh and Granata, a Scottish 
case, cited to me by Mr. Nigel, in 
which a contrary view was taken— 
presumably that the exercise of skill 
ruled out the possibility of the stakes 
belng regarded as bets—and says that 
he could not accept that view. 


However, ns.is pointed out in Hals- 
bury ‘(Hailsham Edition, Vol. - 18 
p.520 note) the decision In Peers v 
Caldwell has been affirmed more than 
once, and subsequently to Mackintosh 
& Gronata. ‘The former must there- 
fore be taken as the decision carrying 
most weight. .t ae
